Referring to claims 1-13, the primary reason for the allowance of the claims is the 
inclusion of the transmitter receiver means being inserted into or removed from the first 
and second optical paths without disruption of the switching data by the switch. 

Referring to claims 14-23, the primary reason for the allowance of the claims is 
the inclusion of step of inserting a transmitter receiver means into the first optical path 
and the second optical path of the switch without disruption of the switching of the data 
by the switch. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

the data flows in a second direction, the second direction being opposite the first 
direction. None of there references disclose that the transmitter receiver means is 
inserted or removed from the optical paths without disruption of switching of data.
